Installing the Software 



System Requirements: CD LabelMaker, Easy & Version 5 

166M Hz Pentium PC or faster, Windows® 95/98/NT/2000/M E, 32M B RAM , 5M B free hard 
disk space for program, 50M B free hard disk space for clipart & images, Latest printer 
driver for your printer. 

Installation: 

0^ We recommend that you quit all currently running programs, especially Virus programs. 
This will free up memory and system resources and reduce the chance of installation errors. 

Insert the CD software into your CD-ROM drive and follow the on-screen instructions. Installation 
should start automatically. If not, select the CD drive icon on your computer, double click the set- 
up file and follow the on screen instructions. 



Using CD LabelMaker Easy or CD LabelMaker Pro V.5 



Launch the program from the "Programs" subfolder of the Windows "Start" menu. 

Using CD LabelM aker easy: 

Follow the on-screen instruction to enter either 'Wizard' or 'Designer' modes. 'Wizard' will 
take you step by step through the process of designing and printing a CD label. The 
'Designer' mode allows you to create, add to, or edit designs as well as offering further 
text and graphic editing features. 

Using CD LabelMaker Pro V.5 

Only available to users of the Memorex 'Pro' kit, this program offers a host of design and 
editing features that allow more complex designs to be produced. 

Start a new design - Click on 'New' on the main toolbar to start a new design. 

Adding Graphics - Click 'Import Image' on the object toolbar (to the left of the design area) 
to browse for a saved image. Many images are stored on your CD LabelMaker Disc in the 
'M ore Backgrounds' folder. Double click the desired file to return to the designer. You may 
now put the image into place. The 'handles' that appear around the edge of the object are 
used for resizing, rotating or distorting the image. Sucessive clicks on the image will cycle 
through these functions. Use tools from the object toolbar and edit menu for more complex 
image manipulation. 

Adding Text - Click 'Create Text' on the object tool bar, then move the cursor into place. 
As you type your text, it will be automatically resized to fit the text box. Font size, color 
and orientation can be changed using the 'Edit Text' and 'Text Effects' buttons, also on the 
object toolbar. 

Calibrating your printer (after installing the LabelMaker software): 

Before printing your design, be sure to use the 'Printer Calibration' function from the 'File' 
menu. This will adjust your design so that it is well aligned with the labels. Once the on- 
screen procedure is complete, you should be ready to print your label. 



Applying Labels and Using the CD/DVD Applicator 



'To minimize the curl of the label, the following steps are recommended: 

1. Place the printed label sheet, printed-side facing down, on a flat surface. 

2. Slowly, peel a small portion of the label backing from the printed label. 

3. Using your finger, hold the label in place and peel the backing completely off. 

Applying the Label using the CD/DVD Applicator: 

1. Printed label should be completely dry before applying. 

2. Place the CD/DVD applicator on a flat surface. 

3. Using both hands, place the label around the piston of the applicator with the adhesive 
(sticky side) facing up. (See Step 1). 

4. Check the disc to ensure the label side is clean. 

5. Place the disc with the side to be labeled (non data-side) facing down on the center 
post of the piston. (See Step 2). 

6. Press down, applying enough pressure to ensure that the disc makes complete contact 
with label, then release. (See Step 3). 

7. Using your finger, smooth out the label from the inside hole of the disc outward. 

8. The label is precisely centered and the disc is perfectly balanced. (See Step 4). 

WARNING: DO NOT REMOVE THE LABEL ONCE IT HAS BEEN APPLIED TO THE DISC
